Offer to Increase Pledges.

A total of $216,789 so far has been 
subscribed by 436 St. Louls business } 


firms toward a fund of $250,000 for 
payments of rewards to persons who 
bring about the arrest and convic- 
tion of murderers of policemen 
killed ‘in performance of. duty. 

The fund was proposed last Octo- 
ber by Philip H. Brockman, pfesi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, as a moral and financial 
obligation of citizens to protect 
more fully the lives of policemen. 
Officers of many firms, in submit- 
ting their contributions, declared 
their willingness to increase’ their 
subscriptions if ‘t should become 
necessary. Manv of them expressed 
the opiniom that the effect of the 
fund would be to check major crime 
in St. Louis. ¢ 

Brockman’s plan, as he submit- 
ted it to approximately 3000 firms 
to whom he wrote letters, is to have 
the fund available so that the sub- 
scribers can be drawn upon at anv 
time that money is required to ap- 
prehend the murderer of a police- 
man. 

“For instance,”’ Brocknian = ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“the subscribers have been given to 
understand that they will not be 
called upon for more than 10 per 
cent of their pledge in any one year.
